This being the day designated by the Constitation of the State for 
the assembling of the Legislature, the Senate convened m the Senate 
Chamber, at the Capitol and was called to order by the Hon. Andrew 
Parsons, Lieutenant Governor and President of the Senate.

The President addressed the Senate as follows : 

Gentlbmbn of the Sbhatb — This ii the first organization of the 
Senate elected under our existing constitution. In accordance with 
the genius of our institutions, it is without ceremony. 
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In undertaking the duties of your presiding oflGicer, I feel sennbly 
a want of that legislatiye experience and knowledge of parliamentary 
rules requisite to a correct and prompt discharge of those duties^ 

I ean claim no natural aptitude to supply this deficiency. I prom- 
ise, however, to do all in 9iy power, by industry and impartiality, to 
merit your kind tobearaace and cordial co-cqperation and support. 

We have much to do— -nearly half a million p<$ople being interes- 
ted in our work, it is of great consequence that it be well done. The 
time in which we expect to perform this work is very briefl This is 
tiie first session of the|Legislature under our present constitution, when 
forty days only are allowed at the public expense to transact all the 
ordiaary busipess of legislation for the period of two years. 

When we reflect that heretofore more than double this time has 
usually been oocu|aed every year in legislation in this State, we shall 
be impressed with the idea, that any waste or misapplication of time^ 
misdirection of our energies, or want of the exercise of a proper spirit 
. tf concession in conducting our deliberations, will leave us at the end 
ef our allotted time in the midst of duties unperformed. 

In eonchision, permit me to say — I am sensible, that without your 
kind aid, I shall be unable to discharge the duties incumbent upon 
the chair with necessary accuracy or dispatch. Confidently relying 
iqppn this» I now enter upon those duties.

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of the resoladoa 
adopted by the Senate, requesting an opinion in writing, whether 
oommissioners of highways have power under existing laws to lay 
out, alter, or disoontinue private roads. 

Upon a oareful examination of the statutes now in foree, praacri- 
hmg the powers and duties of highway commissioners, I can find no 
provision of law conferring upon those officers any authority what- 
ever over private roads. The enactments of the revised 8t«ftiite» of 
1838 were not incorporated in the revision of 1846, and there ap- 
pears to have been no legislation upon the subject since that time. 
The right to lay out private roads cannot be inferred from any gen- 
eral powers with which commissioners are clothed, as the extent of 
their authority is defined and limited by statute. I am theiefore 
clearly of the opinion that the commissioners of highways do not 
possess the power contemplated in the resolution.

The amendments proposed by the committee, are as follows: strike 
out sections 18 and 20, and substiiute in lieu thereof the following,, 
to stand as said sections: 

Section 18. This act shall be submitted to the electors of the State 
for their adoption or rejection, on the third Monday of June, in the 
year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and fifty- three, when 
there shall be an election held for that purpose, in each of the town- 
ships, cities and villages in the State; and it shall be the duty of the 
Secretary of State, immediately after the passage of this act, to 
transmit to the sheriff of each county in the State, a notice in wri- 
ting, containing a brief statement of the contents of this act, and he 
shaU cause a copy of this act to be published once in each week, in 
the Lansing State Journal, from the date of the notice until the elec- 
tion aforesaid: And the Sheriff of the several counties, on receiving 
the notice hereby provided for, shall forthwith, in writing, notify the 
township clerk of each township, and one of the inspectors of elec- 
tion of each ward in any city or village, of such election; and it 
shall be the duty of the township clerks and inspectors of election 
of said wards, receiving said notice, to give eight days notice, in 
a written or printed, or partly written and partly printed notice, un- 
der their hands respectively, to the electors of the township or ward, 
of the time and place of holding said election, by posting the same 
up in at least three public places in the township or ward. The 
election provided for by this act shall be conducted in the same 
manner as by existing laws is provided for the holding of a general 
election; and the inspectors of said election are hereby invested with 
the same powers and authority as are provided by the election laws 
of this State for a general election. 

Sec. 20. The canvass of the votes cast for the adoption or rejec- 
tion of this law, prohibiting the manufacture of intoxicating bevera 
ges, and the traffic therein, and the returns thereof shall be made by 
the proper canvassing officers, within the same time and in the same 
manner as now provided by law for the canvass and return of the 
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votes cast at an election for Governor, as near as may be, and the 
returns thereof shall be made to the Secretary of State, Governor 
and State Tieasnrer, withm the time and in the manner provided by 
law for the election of Governor; and on the first Tuesday of Au- 
gust, eighteen hundred and fifty-three, the Auditor General, State 
Treasurer and Secretary of State, shall meet at the Capitol, and pro- 
ceed, in the presence of the Governor, to examine and canvass the 
returns of the said votes, and proclamation shall forthwith be made 
by the Governor, of the result thereof. If it shall appear that a 
majority of the votes cast, have thereon, " Adoption of the law pro- 
hibiting the manufacture of intoxicating beverages and the traffic 
therein — yes," this act shall become a law of the State, from and af-

I see no reasonable objection to the provisions relative to min- 
ing, &c.; but the propriety of the power to form companies for man- 
ufacturing purposes, without any individual liability, or any of the 
ordinary restrictions, is very questionable. The State may be cov- 
ered with them, and great danger is apprehended from it. The tax 
fixed by the act is comparatively small, and such distinction between 
companies and individuals cannot be approved. The measure, in 
my judgment, will have the effiect of cripling individual enterprise- 
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As this 18 flie last day that b3Is can be mtrodaced into either Honsey 
iritheiit nnanimoas conseDty I urgently recommend the subject to 
jonr attention, and respectfully suggest the propriety of confimng 
the act to corporations connected with mining, Ac* in which the peo- 
ple ol the Upper Peninsula are interested.

But it vesld as- 
nottsly aA*et the masses of ^e people, who know little about hank- 
ie, less about the manner of enforcing their rights agaiast a bank* 
and are ofWn totally unable to incur the expense. Take this speedy 
method of redress from them, snd the other remedies are to them a 
mere mockery. Of what use is the principle of specie payments^ 
unless there is some prompt, speedy and cheap way of enforcing it. 
If the principle contained in the bill is good, and deA^nsible in 
this case, it should and will ultimately be extended to all (he otkitT 
banks of this tttate; and this yoa are certainly not prepared to aaoc- 
tion. If such a state of things existed, every one posseasU^ » amaD 
amount of the bills, end pressed for specie, would be at the mercy 
of the banks, and the bank paper of the State would rapidly depre- 
ciate. So long as it is the interest of a bank to preserve ita credit, 
its officers will make every effort to do it; but something beyond 
this should be required. Every guard should be thrown around the 
charters, so as to protect the bill-hdder, and con^iel the beak to be 
honest. ...

If we 
deserre St, it would hardly be modest for us to sound our own 
pndse. If we hare not mmted it, it would scarcely be expected 
ihat we should publicly acknowledge it The people, then, for whom 
we hare been acting, will be the judges whether our trust has be^ 
faaihfiilly or unfaithfully discharged. If that tribunal shall not ap- 
prore what you have done, I think you will be consoled with the ap- 
probation of your own consciences. 

As, we met at the commencement, so we must separate at tl\e close 
of this session. It is with no ordinary feeling that I express to you 
my smeere thanks for the kind aid you have extended to me in the 
discharge of the duties of the chair. From my inexperience, with- 
out that aid, I must have failed to give, in any degree, saUsfiiction. 
Where I have erred, I trust you have looked upcm my errors as un- 
intentional. I can only say jfor myself, that I have desired to dis- 
charge my duties faithfully and impartially. 

It is not probable, that, in time, we shall all meet again; and in 
biddbg you farewell, I cannot refrain from assuring you that m part- 
ings I feel the emotions of a friend partbg with friends — ^that while, 
in the providence of God, I may be spared in days to come,m y 
mind will often revert to the scenes in which we have participated 
togeAer, with feelings of pleasure, and grateful remembrance of 
your kindness and courtesy. 

As we now separate, permit me to express the hope, that you may 
each and all be blessed with a long and happy life.
